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MORAL OF THE CITY ELECTION. 


Mr. Western Woop has won his election for 
the City of London by a majority over the Lord 
Mayor of 472 votes. Nearly 6,000 electors, or 
more than a third of the constituency, held aloof 
from the contest. In 1843, when there was a 
Free Trade struggle, 12,899 voters recorded 
their votes. In 1857, when the seat of Lord 
John Russell was in peril, the number of votes 
given amounted to 11,183. Yesterday the con- 
test was decided by 10,808 votes. It would 
seem, then, that the stake at issue did not in- 
terest so large a proportion of the constituents 
as on either of the above-mentioned occasions. 
The course of the struggle during the day indi- 
cates that the Liberals had a broader margin of 
unpolled votes to operate upon at noon, and 
thence down to the close of the poll, than the 
Conservatives. At twelve o'clock Mr. Wood's 
chances looked somewhat doubtful, as he was 
then not above 150 votes ahead of his opponent. 
From that hour, however, the Lord Mayor's 

grew darker and darker—for Mr. Wood 
polled between one and four o’clock 330 more 
votes than his opponent, 153 of which majority 
was gained. du the last hour. It would 
appear, therefore, that a change of feeling came 
over the constituency about midday, and that a 
considerable number of the Liberal electors, who, 
for some reason or other, had held back, felt 
themselves authorised to advance to the rescue, 
and to put the Liberal candidate out of reach of 
danger. We are not in the secrets of the com- 
mittee rooms—we are not warranted in drawing 
from the few facta before us any confident con- 
clusions—but we suspect that many who recorded 
their votes for Mr. Western Wood after one 
o’clock, did so either because they were satisfied 
with the observations he had made at the 
nomination on the question of Church-rates, or 
because they supposed their protest had gone 
far enough to answer its main purpose. 

The course we deemed it our duty to take last 
week drew upon us, as we fully expected it would, 
much angry remark. We refrain from publish- 
ing any of the letters we have received on either 
side of the question, because, the contest bei 
now over, we can see no useful end to be serv 
by the insertion of them in our columns. But 
we should not be doing justice to the position we

f aman cannot bring up his mind to this mark, 
after all that has occurred for the last five-and- 
twenty years, he may profess what he will in 
civil affairs, but in esiastical matters he is a 
veritable Tory. Who can doubt, when one is 
told by a gentleman aspiring to fill a Liberal seat, 
that he cannot consent to unconditional abolition

om which are usually debated in the House 
of Commons on Wednesdays? The livid spot 
may be ever so small, but it denotes leprosy. A 
wrong opinion on a secondary question may be 
of minor consequence in itself considered, and 
through long eras of political contention, but the 
time comes at last when it proves more an 
error of judgment, and demonstrates a deter- 
mined bias of mind and feeling too palpable, and 
too likely to be mischievous, to allow of its being 
overlooked. Such is now the position of the 
Church-rate question, and he who can get no 
further than the exemption of Dissenters from 
the impost, is as much to be shunned by Liberals 
as would have been the candidate who, in 1845 
should have professed himself a Free-trader, and 
contended for a fixed duty on corn. 


We admit that on ordinary occasions an indif- 
ferent Liberal is to be preferred to a zealous 
Tory. Weare not at all insensible to party ob- 
ligations. We are no advocates of thrusting 
isolated crotchets into positions of primary im- 
portance. We can even sacrifice many things 
which we dearly cherish, or at any rate postpone 
them, in favour of things of ittedly larger 
and more general interest. We can ap to 
the course we have more than once taken in 
crises of great political moment in corroboration 
of this profession of catholicity, and, indeed, it 
has been cast in our teeth during this very 
election as a glaring inconsistency. But none 
but idiots will insist that what is proper enough 
in ordinary times, and under ordinary circum- 
stances, must needs be our rule of conduct in 
critical emergencies. The City election could 
not but have derived a meaning from the past, 
could not but have reflected a meaning upon the 
future. The Liberals have only just sustained a 
mortifying defeat on the question of Church- 
rates. The Conservatives have proffered, in lieu 
of it, exemption of Dissenters, which had been 
indignantly rejected. Nonconformists have over 
and over again forewarned members of the House 
of Commons that their votes on this question 
will be keenly watched, and that compromise 
will be dealt with as implying downright 
hostility. Since June the we are

THE DISTRAINTS FOR EASTER OFFERINGS.

Mr. Dittwyy, in the absence of Mr. Barnes, rose 
to ask the Home Secretary whether his attention 
had been drawn to the state in which the town of 
Accrington had been placed by the vicar of Whalley 
seizing the household goods and other property of 
the poor parishioners, and selling the same by 
auction, in order to enforce the payment of small 
sums of money claimed by him for Easter-offerings. 
Accrington, he said, contained a population of 
17,000 persons, and its inhabitants were called upon 
to pay for religious services which were rendered, 
not to themselves, but to the people of Whalley and 
its neighbourhood. He had no doubt that the 
demand thus made by the Vicar of Whalley was 
perfectly legal, but it had been enforced in a manner 
little calculated to raise the Church in the eyes of 
the community or to promote the harmony of the 
district.

My debt to him was for a small amount, 
only 15“. I used to 9 to him to pay him the interest. 
I bad 152, of him, and my — oe was given for 201. 
I never owed him more than atany time. I had 
money, and paid off one bill, and then I had money of 
him again. I have, of course, read the evidence at this 
inquiry, especially the evidence of young Roberts, in 
the Times. I have remained at Mr. Roberts’s chambers 
sometimes two or three hours. 15 acquaintance I 
have said was by my calling on deceased. I have 
no settlements on me of any kind. When I tried to 
save up the money to pay him I found I could not do i 
and I could only pay him the quarter's interest 
it—. I went to him, and told him so, and deceased 
replied not to make myself unhappy about it, as if I 
would be his he would forgive me the whole of it. (It 
was with the utmost difficulty that the witness was able 
to gasp out this statement, and when she had done so 
she e fainting and hysterical for some time. The 
windows of the court as before were opened, and after a 
short while the witness recovered, and continued her 
answers to Mr. Sleigh, who put them with the utmost 
kindness and delicacy.) I told him I had come to pay 
him honourably, that I was honourable myself, and he 
must treat me so.

The Major did not know of her visits to 
Roberts. The witness, who was closely veiled, was 
occasionally unable to proceed, owing to tears and 
hysterics, and retired amidst some applause. 

When the court resumed, several letters were read, 
addressed by her to deceased, couched in very warm 
and affectionate terms, and frequently adverted to 
the happy days they had spent together. In 
letters from Roberts to her, he spoke of his absurd 
folly, and used expressions of love. 

Anne Moodie was re-called, and said her expres- 
sions of affection were mere craft, and she was in 
constant fear of him, because he always wanted her 
to leave the Major, and go abroad with him.

„God away” for the holidays is a most 
ble prospect ; and when, asin the case of 
the House of Commons, the six weeks preceding 
that event have been most laboriously spent, 
one can well imagine the strength of hunger after 
rest and fresh air to which conscientiously in- 
dustrious members are subject. The bringing in 
of the Appropriation Bill, which was done on 
Saturday last, must act upon them mach as a 
sniff of dinner upon a craving appetite. But, 
assuredly, the pleasure, great as it is, is prospec- 
tive only ; — the “ packing up,“ which is the 
necessary preliminary to “ goingaway,” is a dr 
dusty, xe 2 . The House of 
Commons must have found it so during the past 
week. Three morning sittings, and one on Satur- 
day, and every evening sitting protracted beyond 
midnight, or, in other words, an average of ten 
hours a day devoted to law-making, constitute 
the heavy penalty which dire necessity exacts for 
the prodigal waste of time indulged in before 
Whitsuntide. And a very heavy penalty it is to 
such as feel bound to pay it. Oh! the utter 
weariness of spending days and nights succes- 
sively in the House, and being bored to death 
with incessant small talk in Committee of Supply, 
or in passing the clauses of Bills about which it 
is impossible to get up the smallest interest ! 
But the “ packing L* process must be gone 
through, and, generally speaking, it is gone 
through in ascrambling burry.

Now, we will not just now dispute the pro- 
priety of either of these d ds. On the sub- 
ject of Fortifications a deal has been said 
on both sides by | men of undoubted 
authority—and every one must have been pre- 
pared for the gradual substitution of iron for 
wooden ships in the British Navy. The thing 
to be done, in each case, may be not only juatifi- 
able but necepsary—a position we grant for 
argument’s sake, and not because we are satis- 
fied of its soundness, What we complain of is, 
not so much the proposals themselves, as the 
time in which they were made, the tone in which 
the necessity for them was argued, and the 
grounds on which justification is rested for 
making sudden additional demands upon the 
public purse.
